money as the Bills fell due, An option is given 
to them {o take four per cent, fine per cen, or fives 
ant-a-half per cent Stock, subjevt to the same terms 
as regards the time and conditions of repayment, 
as applied to those several Stocks, which have 
already wen closed ; but ut such w price as the 
Government shall fix. 

Tt must be plain that by this option given to 
the present holders of ‘Treusury Bills, the Govern- 
ment does not add to its entire debt or abstract 
any money from the market : while, by the ar- 
rangement, the Government clowe the ‘Treasury 
aguinst any further borrowing. All that is now doue 
1s to convert a debt, for payment of which the Go- 
veiaiment might becalled upon at short and wnoer- 
{arn times, inv one of a more fixed and permanent 
character, as ecttainty is essential to the economical 
management of the public finances; such con- 
version, however, to take plave entirely at the 
option of the holders, and provided they are willing 
to give such terms as the Government think fair 
to the public: otherwise they will be paid 
off’ in eash, 

So far therefore from this operation being in. 
tended ay a new mode of indirectly raising Loans, 
14s adopted as a plin of effevtually closing 
all the existing means open to the Treasury of 
borrowing money ; which will be made tore apy 
tent when at is stated that the Government has 
no intention of coining upon the Indian Money 
Market for Loans of any kind whatever, whether 
in the shape of Trowury Bulls, or in any other 
form, dutmg the current financial year ending 
the 30th of April 1861.

As the object which the Government has in 
view in calling in the Treasury Bills which are 
now in circulation appears to be greatly misunder- 
stond, and as an apprehension appears to exist 
that it is intended as an indirect mode of creating 
new Loaus, the Government deems it needful to 
issue the follow explanation. 

On the 20th of April 1859, under Notification, 











No. 28, a five-and-a-half per cent Loan was 
opened limited to five crorcs, upon certain condi- 
tions: And it was understood that the Govern 


ment would open no new Lvan Lefoze the first of 
May 1960, and which understunding has been striet- 
ly adhered to, that Loan was closed in the ordi- 
nary way on the 14th of February last. But 
there still remained open the issue of ‘Treasury Bills 
in the two forms under the Notification, No, 34, 
of the 30th of April 1859, of indefinite duration 
and amount; and which, as long as such an issue 
lasted, acted as a continual and unlimited means of 
borrowing on the purt of the Government, and of 
absorbing money from the market. It was the 
desire of the Government, after the closing of the 
five-and-a-half per cent Loan, also to close all

option of the holders, and provided they are willing 
to give such terms as the Government think far 
to the pubhe: otherwise they will be pad 
off in cash. 

So far therefore from this operation being in- 
tended as a new mode of indirectly raising Loans, 
it is adopted as a plan of effectually ~ closing 
all the existing means open to the Treasury of 
borrowing money ; which will be made mute appa- 
rent when it is stated that the Government has 
no intention of coming upon the Indian Money 
Market for Loans of any kind whatever, whether 
in the shape of Treasury Bills, or in any other 
form, daring the current financial year ending 
the 80th of April 1861.

Nolifieation.—As the object which the Government. 
has in view in calling in the Treasury Bills which are 
now in circulation appears to be greatly misunder- 
stood, and as en apprehension appears to exist 
that it is mtended as an indirect mode of creating 
new Loans, the Government deems it needful to 
issue the following explanation. 

On the 20th of April 1459, under Notification, 
No. 28, a five and-a-half per cent Loan was 
opened limited to five crores, upon certain condi 
tions: And it was understood that the Govern- 
ment would open no new Loan before the first of 
May 1860, and which understanding has been strict- 
ly adhered to, that Loan was closed in the ordi- 
nary way on the 14th of February last. But 
there stil remained open the issue of ‘Treasury Bills 
in the two forms under the Nothfication, No. 84, 
of the 30th of April 1859, of indefinite duration 
and amount ; and which, as long as such an issue 
lasted, acted as a continual and unlimited means of 
borrowing on the part of the Government, and of 
absorbing money from the market. It was the 
desire of the Government, after the closing of the 
five-and-a-half per cont Loan, also to close all 
other means by which the Treasury could burrow 
mopey, aad therefore by Notification, No. 33, 
dated the 27th ultimo, notice was given that 
money would cease to be received for the purchase 
of Treasury Bills, and that this means of creating 
debt would be closed. 

But it became necessary to consider how to 
deal with the amount of Bills in circalation, which 
thus constituted a portion of the public debt, and 
it was decided that the amount being very small, 
only about 28 Lakhs in thie Presidency, and 
59 Lakhs for all other parts of India, including 
all the différont classes of Treasury Bille ; 
. é., 8 pie Bills, and 24 pie Bills Nos, 1 and 
the owners should have the choice of convertin; 
them into a permanent Stock, or of reosiving their 
money as the Bills fell due. An option is given 
to them to take four per cent, five per cent, or five 
and-a-half per cent Stook, subject to the same term 
1g regards th time and conditions of repayment, 
ag,applied to those several Stocks, which have 
already been closed; but at euch # price as the 
Government shall fix.

'S> far therefore from this operation being in- 
tended as a new mode of indirectly raising Loans, 
it is adopted os a plan of effectually — closing 
all the existing means open to the Treasury of 
borrowing money ; which will be made more appa- 
rent when it is stated that the Government has 
no intention of commg upon the Indian Money 
Market for Loans of any kind whatever, whether 
in the shape of Treasury ills, or in any other 
form, during the current financul year ending 
the 80th of April 1561.
